Tun telegram from our. Shanghai corres- 
pondent which reachod us on Wednesday 
night too late to admit of any comment 
shows that the reports which have been 
published in the Japanese papers about the 
difference between Mr. McLeavy Brown 
and the Corean Government were not at all 
exaggerated. “We may ‘recapitulate the 
‘ Japanese official statement. of the case, as 
already quoted in these colunna from the 
_ vernacular papers. Itis said thatthe Corean 
* Government called upon the Commissioner 
“of Customs to give up his official residence 
in April Jast (this should be March), with- 
out.giving him any notice beforehand, The 
British Acting Minister to Seoul lodged a 
atrong protest with the Coreau Government 
against this action, and the matter was 
Aropped for the time being. Later, how- 
ever, the Corean Government gent an official 
‘document of a decisive nature; and demanded 
the transfer of the Customs business and the 
wurrender of the official residence of Mr. 
McLeavy Brows. Mr. Brown’s engage- 
inent does not expire for five years ; but the 
Corean Government is using all possible 
means to compel him to leave their service. 
‘The recent demand for-the surrender of the 
Customs business, itis presumed, is intended 
4o enrage Mr. Brown to such an extent 
- that he will throw up his position. 

With regard to the above, we were 
informed last month that the affair bad 
heen mmicably “settled” between the British 
representative and the Emperor of Corea. 
Jf this was ever so, it ig evident that the 

_..-gettlement was.of brief duration, and that 
the Corean demand was renewed™ almost’ 
immediately. Jt cannot, of course, be 
erédited that the whole difficulty arose ‘out 
of a paltry question about the site of Mr. 


McLaavy Brown’s house. The able and }- 


level-headed Commissioner of Customs has 
had many. enemies around him at Seoul, and 
in spite of his invaluable services to the 
Corean Government would a long time ago 
have beer ieiedfrom his post but for the 

-gupport’of the British officials.

prompted by" his opposition to some ‘pro- 
posed financial ineasures—whether or not

4th May, says that in re3ponse to the Go- 


vernment demand for the evacuation of hia

ing for his hougo and the office. The Corean 
Government has refused his request and 
indicated that. they will use.foree if mecess- 
ary to carry out their object. Upon this, 
it ia stated, the British Minister telegraphed 
for a warship, am. on the 8rd inst. 2 
cruiser urrived at. Chemulpo, bringing 
the number of British men-of-war there 
up to three, including H.MS. . Barfleur. 
Should the Corean Government go to the 
length of force, it was added, British marines, 


would be landed to protect Mr. McLeavy 


Brown, but it was expected that the Go- 
yernment would back down and settle the 
affair amicably. However, the report from 


‘Weibaiwei on Wednesday that a force of 


1,500 men,-under the command of General 
Donwagp, was being held ready to embark 
on ELMS. Terrible for Chemulpo at six 
hours’. notice indicates fiat the Coresn 
Government ‘has not cot menced to. back 
down yet. Tt inust be ¢onfessed that it 
looks almost as if there were sonie stronger 
power behind the Corcans in this matter, 
"The Corean Government may have embarked 
on its suicidal policy on its own initiative, 
as a, result of. internal intrigues ; but the 
suspicion-is difficult to quiet that the first 
impulse came from outside.

entered upon such & project, and least of ull 
would she have done so if Russia had shown any 
opposition to ‘the proposal. It was only the 
desire to moet the wishes entertained in authori- 
tative quarters in Russia which could Shave 
jnduced Germany to permit. Count vor 
Waldersee to accept this difficult and responsible 
position. 

A correspondent writes rather indignantly to 
the Saturday Revie, about an- unfavourable 
comparison of Siam with Japan.

<The SECRETARY stated ‘thot he tnd mado 
search for the report’ which hud been referred 
to in Mr. Browin’s minute but bad been unable 
to tind it. z & : 

Dr. Cuann said he. shold like to say: with 
yeferonca to the question of dumping: dead 
bodies in thy streets, or plasing infante out. 
aide the doors of convents, that it seemed 
to him, in tho first place, they wanted tho better 
carrying out of their existing laws, Last year 
there wore 1,378 déaths of infants under one 
yeur old, und there wore 678 births registered. 
Phat, of course, ignoring altogether the

Immediately thoy sanctioned that 
kind of thing thoy would constantly come 
noross cases in which thoro wore some trouLle, 
ag. thoze pooplo had no training, and 
when -thoy happened to: be prosccutod, and 
they. got into tho box, and said "We did 
oar best,” there would be ‘no result. Tho 
trouble was; to: define o -midwife, for they 
had no pluco to train them ih Hongkong. 
Some casvs which had come under his notice

‘MANUFACTURING THE CABLE FOR THE 

on PACIFIC. - 

. Victoria; (B.C.) 16th April. 

The Government officials who have in’ hand 
the selection of u landing place for the Pucilic 
cable on. the coust-of Vancouver island, have 
boon advised from London thot the manufacture 
of the cable is to commence next month, and 
the first expedition in connection with the lny-. 
ing of it-is said 10 leave the Thumes in January, 
1002, ‘Phis expedition will carry out the ly- 
ing of thy sections from Queensland to Norfolk 
Island and from Norfolk Island. to the Fiji 
islands, The secoud expedition will louve about 
‘August 1902, and will lny the cable from 
Voncouvey Island to Fanning Island and Fiji. 
This length of cable, 5854.5 miles, will be tran- 
sported and laid by one ship, now being built 
for the purpose, and which 1s to be capable. of 
carrying 10,000 tons. The contractors under- 
take that the whole of the cable shall be. laid 
and working by Decembor, 1902.

Their: headquarters were ot Tier- 
tsim and they wore uniform capa with gold 
lace on thom ond carried sabres and. rifles. 
‘There were aome twenty of them, all monnted 
on ponies seized from their victims. Accord- 
ing to the Oseka Asahi, ; 
“Their modus operandi was to call on the 
village chiof or district magistrate at each place 
they visited and make him under threat and 


intimidation, collect moneys from the local rich | 


people, while at othor times they would invade 
some woalthy femily, and by making prisonera 
of its. head or othe 
ransoms, ‘At their lodgings they always hed 
an armed sentinel to keep watch. The place 
whore they secured the largest amount of boot 
was Malanyok at the foot of the Great’ Wall, 
whonce they. returned richor by 2,000 tacls, 
Tho next on the list in this respect was Shih- 
wunchiu, where they collected, 700 tacls. ‘The 
total of their plunder during their raids and 
incursions footed up to 8,000 tacls which they 
distsibrted among themselves on the wa) 
buck at = place called Shahcliy, Their 
coming into possesion of this snug little 
fortune, ill-gotten os it was, made . them 
ontertain some fears, and they divided thom- 
selves into two parties, one consisting of 
thosa who had with them the military passport 
and the other of those who had not. The pos: 
sessors of the passport intended to come down 
to Tientsin by vail bat when they arrived ‘at 
aalation near Lutai they drew on themselves 
the suspicion of the Anglo-German guards 
posted there, who took some of them into custody 
while the rost fled, and walked day and night 
all the way back to Tientsin; The passportless 
party took the highway used by tho natives to 
Tiontsin and henco escaped bsing challenged 
on the road... Previous to their returu here, our 
olice had got: nows of their expedition into the 
interior and had detsilei a number of officers 
to be ou the lock out for the raidors at the 
different entrances to the city. On thé 
luth instant the police learned that. the 
rascals had separately got back to thoir 
rendezvous, . outside the northern gute of 
Tivatsin, and at 2 o'clock the following morn- 
ing, after surrounding the house in which they, 
were with a-cordon of soldiors, our officers, suc- 
ceeded in taking in all of the party—oxcopt of 
course those who had already been put under 
arrest by the Auglo-German force, It was 
afterward: learnod that the scoundrels had with 
them very effective means for defending them- 
solves, but that the swoop having been mado 
with wonderful alaerity thay oll, found them- 
selves in shackles before: they could offer apy 
resistance. The result at this arrest is that 
our Consulate here has become fully awake to 
the uecesnity of using some drastic moastres 
jfor the’ benefit. of such of our nationals of .the 
loafing fraternity who are in these parts now 
in altogether too large numbers. The 
charye of robbery with forco has been preferred 
against the raiders now under arrest and after 
the completion of the prelimiziary examinations 
they will be transferred to the Court of Appeal 
at Nagasski for public trial."
